‘vas directly interested. The first 
Dose was the willof our late Brother 
ca Utspenimue}ller, of Los Angeles, 
cho bequeathed the N.S. A. a 
J rigli, and a further sum under 
comiitions. These conditions

Vie second will was that of the late 
sro. Ave Buttertield, of Lebanon, Kan., 
who cndeavored to bequeath certain 
ereta to the N. S.A. His will was 
contested by his daughter, and despite 
‘he fact that the N. S. A. made a legal 
ight for its rights in the case, the religi- 
ous prejadice of the jury was too great 
co be overcome hence justice was not 
done, and the Spiritualists lost their just 
canse. The N. S. A. made an earnest 
effort to secure a verdict in harmony 
with the law and evidence but was de- 
nated through bigotry and prejudice on 
the part of the jury. The expense con- 
nected with the case cannot be considered 
wholly lost, as it has educated the Spir- 
itualists on the question of will-making 
as nothing else could have done. 

The third will is that of our late Bro- 
ther William Case, of Lafayette, Ind., 
who bequeathed a few thousand dollars 
zo the N. S. A. This will was fiercely 
contested by distant relatives of our 
atisen brother, and the cause of the N. 
S. A, was signally strenghtened by two of 
Mr. Case’s nearest relatives who refused 
to toi the contest and stood by the N. 
S. A. in the defense of the will, It gives 
mo pleasure to report that after a hard 
mat of more than thirty days, the will 
was sustained, and the N. S. A. will ulti- 
maitelv receive its share of this estate. 
it wits a costly suit, but the outlay on 
the part of the N. S. A, was perfectly 
‘usciththle in view of the importance of 
the case, and our great victory establishes 
a precitlent that can be quoted in future 
contests af the same kind. It will prove 
a good investment in the end, although 
the expense does seen large at the pres- 
ent time. LT regret to report that the 
two relatives of Mr. Case who stood hy 
tho N.S. A. in the contest have been 
victbmize:d by those who sought to des- 
trov the will and will lose nearly all they 
Weis to receive from the estate. The

The fourth case is the will of the late 
Alexander Mellroy, of Philadelphia, Pa., 
who bequeathed quite a large sum of 
money to our loyal auxiliary, the First 
Association of Spiritualists of that city. 
This will was contested, was sustained 
iv the Probate Court was then appealed 
aml ordered to a jury trial, tned in 
March last and declared invalid. Our 
auxiliary made a gallant fight for its 
rights, and when its own means were 
exhausted appealed to the N. S. A. for aid. 
The N. S. A. responded promptly and 
sent two hundred dollars to aid in the 
detense of the will. As this bequest in- 
volves about thirty thousand dollars 
it is too important to be overthrown 
without a farther effort to carry out the 
wishes of the testator by the Spiritual- 
ists of the nation. The case has been 
appealed to the Supreme Court of Penn- 
sylvania and will be heard by the fall 
bench in the near future. I recommend 
that the incoming Board be instructed 
to render our auxiliary in Philadelphia 
such financial aid as will enable it to 
detend its rights before the tribunal in 
question. I also recommend that they 
be instructed to take their case to the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
should justice be denied the Spiritualists 
from religious prejudice, by the Supreme 
Court of Pennsylvania.

to ordain others, he carefully concealed 
the fact from his victims. 1f he and his 
six dupes were the only ones involved, it 
would not matter so much, but as it is 
grave consequences may result therefrom. 

One of the partics ordained by him may 
be asked to perform a marriage service. 
He does it thereby placing two innocent 
beings ina mos: humiliating position 
before the world. No such marriage as 
that is legal, and the party who performs 
such a ceremony is liable to a heavy fine, 
imprisonment or both, at the discretion 
of the court. Ordination can only be 
legally conferred by a duly incorporated 
society. The service of ordination may 
be conducted by any person selected by 
the society, after the ordination has been 
granted by vote and a record made of 
the same. The name of the person 
chosen to perform the ceremony and the 
vote authorizing such election should also 
be placed on record. After these precau- 
tions have heen taken, full instructions 
should be given the candidate as to what 
he can and cannot do by virtue of his 
appointment to the office of ordained 
minister. 

In several states Spiritualist ministers 
have no right to perform a marriage ser- 
vice even though they may be ordained 
a dozen times. it will require a legisla- 
tive act to confer upon them that right. 
In some instances, the marriage service 
has been performed without question by 
those who had absolutely no authority 
to do so. When discovered, the contract- 
ing parties have quietly gone to the civil 
authorities and been legally united. fn 
view of the shame such actions are bring- 
ing upon Spiritualism, something should 
be done by this convention to remedy 
this evil. While I am opposed to setting 
aside any man or body of men as espec- 
ially sanctified and endowed with certain 
special privileges, [ am most decidedly 
in favor of determining the legal status 
of every ordained Spiritualist minister 
and making sure that he is qualified to 
do the work required. If the right to 
perform marriage ceremonies could be 
taken away from all clergymen the evil 
would be effectually cured. As it is, how- 
ever, great care must now be exercised 
lest scandal be brought upon our Cause. 
It is the duty of this convention to act 
in this matter ina way that will ac- 
quaint the general public, as well as our 
people, with the fact that we are respec- 
tors of law and order, and propose to 
abide by the statutes of our respective 
states. 

Ordination by no means confers any 
privileges upon the person ordained unless 
it has been authorized by a legal incor- 
poreo body qualified to bestow it. No 
aying on of hands or otber ceremonial 
makes a man an angel, endowed with 
powers extraordinary, or inoculates him 
with the essence of sanctification. Let 
us do things decently and in order, by 
calling a halt in the illegal and unmoral 
tendencies that now beset us through 
ordination. I recommend action—not 
wordy resolutions—and trust that this 
intelligent body of delegates will speak 
out plainly in regard to this topic. I 
earnestly urge this matter upon your 
attention, and ask that it be calmly dis- 
cussed, thoroughly considered and ration- 
ally settled. 


MARRIAGE. 


Closely connected with the subject of 
ordination is the question of marriage. 
In the majority of the Federal states 
Spiritualist ministers who are ordained 
according to law, bave the right to per- 
form the ceremony of marriage. In some 
states ordination gives nu authority 
whatever, unless the party be also spec- 
ially commissioned by the Governor. In 
other instances the Spiritualists are not 
recognized at all, and must seek relief 
through their State Legislatures if they 
desire to have their ministers enjoy the 
same rights and privileges as other clergy- 
men do. I desire to call your attention 
to this matter for a two-fold purpose — 
first, that it may be determined when 
ly anthor- 
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mittee. Such a service can with propri- 
ety, be uniform in all the states, and i 
trust one may be prepared accordingly. 
I recommend that a committee of five be 
selected by this convention and instruct- 
ed to prepare a marriage service that can 
be used at the weddings of Spiritualists, 
said committee to report at our next 
annual convention. IJ further recommend 
that some action be taken by this body 
in the direction of securing the prepara- 
tion and passage of bills granting the 
right to solemize marriages in those 
states where such rights does not exist. 
This recommendation is not made because 
of your President's belief in ecclesiastical 
marriages but merely to give the Spirit. 
ualists the same privileges as are enjoyed 
by other denominations. 


"MUSIC. 


From several societies requests have 
been received with regard to the propriety 
of having a uniform system of song hooks 
for alt ilocal societies, throughout the 
country. It wo spate as E an matter 
ought to be com to the advanta 
of Éi who love good spiritual music, aad 
prove a means of saving a good man 
dollars in the rchase of hooks. 
recommend that this matter be discussed 
at length, and apprppriate action taken,

No question of greater importance will 
come before this intelligent body of delẹ- 
gates than this oue. Upon the establish- 
ment and conduct: of Spiritualistic lyce- 


ams or Sunday achgols, the future of our 


Cause largely depends. . It is far better 
to train the minds of the voung into 
liberal channels of thonght than it is to 
convert them after they arrive at mature 
age. It is not necessary that our morve- 
ment should descend to sectarian levels 
to hold our children's interest in spirit- 
val things. It is only necessary that we 
should make our thoughc attractive to 
them, and so conduct our Ivceunss as to 
constitute them the stepping stones into 
the temple of wisdom. Andrew Jackson 
Davis never did a greater work for Spir- 
itualism than he did when he gave the 
children a chance to learn something of 
its great truths through the lyceum. In 
England the lyceum movement is flour- 
ishing, in America it is languishing. At 
one time there were hundreds of them in 
operation in this country; today there 
are not more than thirty in active service. 
England. where the lyceum was intro- 
duced after it was established here, re- 
ports nearly or quite two hundred lyce- 
ums in full operation, and doing good 
work, 

Cannot something be done by this con- 
vention to give us the same splendid 
showing in America? Today the children 
of Spiritualists are to be found in Orth- 
odox and Unitarian Sunday schools, 
where they are imbibing lessons that 
will have to be unlearned im after years. 
When we settle speakers for one year or 
more the lyceum question will speedily 
adjusted itself, for~t permanency 
on the part of the adult body will come 

manency in the juvenile society. But 
it will take time to bring about perman- 
ent pastorates, therefore it is necessary 
for us to look out for the children now. 
There are many in our ranks who can 
see with your President the necessity of 
doing something in this direction, and 
like him again, are at a loss to know 
just what that something is, or what 
the first step towards the desired end 
should be. The lyceum organization is 
now in the hands of the officers of the 
National association, but by virtue of 
the fact that the National has special 
work that requires the entire time and 
energy of all its officers it would seem as 
if some other method should be devised 
to meet the special needs of this impor- 
tant case. 

Other denominations have their Sunday 
school organization, and succeed in sup- 
porting them to a high degree of excel- 
lence. There is no reason why the Spir- 
itualists cannot do the same, if they set 
to work as a united body to accomplish 
this most worthy object. In scme de- 
nominations, Genera] Superintendents of 
Sunday School work are clected or ap- 
pointed, to whom is committed the task 
of organizing Sunday schools, reawaken- 
ing an interest in those that are lang- 
uishing, and of devising attractive meth- 
ods of instruction. Tam inclined to cor- 
sider this method as a possible means of 
solving the lyceum problem among Spir- 
itualists. I therefore recommend that 
this convention elect a General Lyccum 
Superintendent of Lyceam work, who 
shail be paid a given salary, and shall 
act under the direction of the Trustees of 
the National as officers of the Lyceum 
Association, said Superintendent to hold 
office until Sept. 30, 1903. T trust that 
the entire lyceum question will be 
thoroughly discussed by this convention 
and ways and means adopted to reawak- 
en an interest in it in all parts of this 
country. 


OUR YOUNG PEOPLE. 


What I have said of the lyceum will 
apply in large measure to our young 
people and their special organization. 
something should be done to keep our 
young people with us after they have 
grown to years of understanding. Our 
National Young People's Union has done 
‘a good work, but it needs encourage- 
ment. The National should foster this 
branch of our work, and extend to the 
faithful few who are struggling to keep 
this organization alive not only the nght 
hand of fellowship and words of approval 
but positive encouragement in the way 
of active work. What has been done by 
the young people in Philadelphia, Pa. 
and St. Paul, Minn., can be done in 
other cities if proper effort is made. i 
recommend considerate action upon this 
important subject.

From Oct. Ise 1901, to 
Sept. 30th I have received from all sources 
including donations, collections, fees for 
lectures, ratiroad expenses, about $1390. 
This sum will be augmented by what I 
have received during the present month 
when my financial settlement is made 
with the N.S A. Wherever í have gone 
I have been received with the utmost 
kindness by the Spititualists, by the sec- 
ular press, and by all classes with whom 
it has been my privilege to mingle. My 
correspondence has ben voluminous, but 
I have endeavored to attend to it faith- 
fully and as promptly as circumstances 
would admit. 1 have visited several 
camps in the interest of the N. S. A. and 
all receipts for my work when directly at 
work for this association have been 
turned over to our Secretary and her 
receipt given me therefor. I have done 
my best to serve the N.S. A. loyally, 
and must Jeave the results of my labors 
to be determined by time, or to. be an- 
nounced by those who are cognizant of 


my efforts to promote the welfare of 


Spiritualism.
